INSTRUCTIONS TO OVERSEAS MISSIONS--Seoul, 24 Jan HAPDONG-KYODO--The South 
Korean Foreign Ministry Thursday instructed its overseas missionsto explain 
to their host governments Seoul's proposal for a preliminary contact between 
South and North Korea to prepare a premiers’ meeting of the two sides. Pre- 
mier Shin Hyon Hwak proposed in a letter to his Pyongyang counterpart Li Jong 
Ok delivered Thursday to North Korea via the border village of Panmunjom that 
working-level representatives meet at the freedom house of the truce village 
on February 6 or any other place to be mutually agreed on for the prepara- 
tion of the proposed high-level talks. It also told the missions that Shin's 
use of the official designation of North Korea, the Democratic People's Re- 
public of Korea (DPRK), in the letter was a move made to reciprocate the 
latter's similar gesture contained in a letter to Shin on January 12. [Text]

KIM YONG SAM'S VIEWS--Kim Yong-sam, leader of the opposition New Democratic 
Party, said Friday a "full scale" dialogue with North Korea on reunification 
should be carried out, not by the government of President Choe Kyu Ha but by 
a new and democratic government. Speaking at his new year press conference, 
Kim said the current provisional government should limit its dialogue ar- 
rangements with the north to preliminary ones to help ease tension between 
North and South Korea. The opposition leader announced three principles for 
the “democratic unification" of Korea, including holding a North-South poli- 
tical conference for both sides to renounce war and a wide range of North- 
South exchanges to restore national homogeneity and trust. Kim opposed form- 
ulation of a new draft constitution by the Choe government. Instead, the 
National Assembly should draft a new constitution and it should be submitted 
to a national referendum, Kim demanded. He demanded that the government speed 
up the political schedule to elect a new president by the national independ- 
ence day on August 15 this year. The opposition leader called for an im- 
mediate end to martial law and quick release of all “democratic figures" in 
prison, including Poet Kim Chi Ha. He also demanded that civil rights be 
restored to all "democratic figures," inlcuding former presidential candidate 
Kim Tae-chung.

PROFESSOR COMMENTS ON IRANIAN SITUATION 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 28 Nov 79 p 5

[Text] When I hear the story of the Iranian people who suffered for 
38 years under the oppressive rule of Pahlavi, I get this feeling that 
somehow it was not somebody else's business and want to share in their 
indignation. 


Analytical articles in recent newspapers lead me to sum up the Shah's 
crimes as follows: 


"The pursuit of a forced and abrupt industrialization brought on a 
severe inflation and rising prices, deepened the hostility of the 
low-income classes, while the Pahlavi family, taking advantage of its 
absolute power, accumulated awesome fortunes. The Shah's personal 
fortune reached 2 to 50 billion dollars, while the people wallowed in 
powerty, thus bringing about concentration of wealth and poverty in 

the mi: st of the abundance of oil resources. He thus lost his people's 
support. 


"Above all, however, what the Iranian people resented about the Shah 

was his oppressive rule. The huge secret police apparatus SAVAK, . 
created in 1956, indiscriminately cetained dissidents resisting the 

Shah's establishment and tortured them, thereby causing the Iranian 

people to tremble in fear. There were as many as 600,000 victims of 

the Shah and the SAVAK as a result." 


When things reach this point, one can easily guess, people with eyes 
could not see the world, those with ears could not hear and those with 
a mouth could not speak. Is there anyone in the free world who does 
not have empathy toward the Iranian people, who having been Liberatcd 
from the 38 years of this violent rule, are voicing their desire to 
recall their public enemy No. 1 and inquire into his crimes? 

















Ironically, the Iranian studente in charge of American hostag:s have 
blindfolded them, tied their hands behind their backs in detention, 

and untied the blindfold and the hands only for smoking and eating. 

And that, according to some of the released hostages, was the most 
enjoyabl~ time. Why did they blindfold them? I can almost under- 

stand tying the hands, because they are detainees, but why the blind- 
folds? Is it to let the hostages know, "We have been living the life 

of the Shah's victim in this way for 38 years?" Is it intended to teach 
them that if nothing is seen when one opens one's eyes and see a news- 
paper, then it is no different than being blindfolded with a towel? 

Is it to let them realistically feel the fear of "sxecution" and tremble 
unceasingly, much as the Iranians trembled before the SAVAK? And so, 

is it to say, please return the Shah to us? 


Aside from all this, the most precious thing in the world is man's life. 
No matter how great the past resentment, no matter how firm the determina- 
tion for political solution, I want to emphasize that the lives of the 
hostages, needless to say, and the Shah's life, too, must be saved. 

This is a concern for humanitarianism.

ACTIVITIES OF PROFESSORS DISMISSED UNDER PAK DESCRIBED 
Seoul TONGA ILBO in Korean 11 Dec 79 p 5

Been Doin g?"’! 


[Text] After »se ~roclamation of the Emergency Measures Ordinance in 
January 197, « tormado swept through the university campuses. Variously 
implicated in che anti-Yusin system movement, several hundred professors 
and students were forced to leave their school campuses. In particular, 
in the case of professors, a total of 181 of them were dropped as a re- 
sult of the reappointment screening tests conducted by the government 
auong the professors in 1975 and thereafter. This was a great shock to 
the society. These professors were excluded from the reappointment lists 
because they either failed to produce satisfactory results in their aca- 
demic research activities, including the writing of research papers, had 
been incompetent in conducting student guidance activities, or had been 
sick or remained overseas for a long time. These reasons were included 

in the criteria of the screening tests. However, a considerable number 

of these ousted professors were actually charged with the antisystem move- 
ment or movements against the school (private schools) trusteeship corpora- 
tion. In particular, those professors who believed that they had been 
ousted because of their antisystem movements, joining forces with those 
professors who were forced to leave universities prior to the reappoint- 
ment screening tests, launched a continuous social movement to express 
their views and drew public attention. 


A breakdown by universities of these ousted professors is as follows: 
Seoul National University, 2; Koryo University, 3; Yonse University, 5; 
Chonnam University, 3; Korean Theological University, 2; Ihwa Women's 
University, 1; Kyonghui University, 1; Toksong Women's College, 1; Chon- 
buk University, 1; Seoul Women's College, 1; and Seoul Municipal Indus- 
tcial College, 1. Among these, the following professors were forced to 
resign without ever. undertaking the reappointment tests: Paek Nak-ch'ong 
(Seoul National University, English literature); Kim Pyong-kol ‘Kyonggi 
Industrial (College, English literature); Yi Mun-yong (Koryo University, 
public administration); An Pyong-mu (Korean lheological University, 

















theology); So Nam-tong (Yonse University, theology); Mun Tong-hwan (Korean 
Theological University, theology); Yi U-chong (Seoul Women's College, 
Christian philosophy); Kim Ch'an-kuk (Yonse University, theology); Kim 
Tong-kil (Yonse University, Western history); and Yi Kye-chun (Yonse Uni- 
versity, thenlogy)--10 professors in all. 


Those ousted in 1976 in the reappointment screening tests were the follow- 
ing eight professors: Han Wan-sang (Seoul National University, sociology); 
Yom Mu-ung (Toksong Women's College, Korean literature) ; Kim Yong-chun 
(Koryo University, chemical engineering); No Myong-sik (Kyonghui Univer- 
sity, Western history); Ki- Yun-hwan (Koryo University, economics); Nam 
Chong-kil (Chonbuk University, philosophy); Kim Yun-su (Ihwa Women's Uni- 
versity, esthetics); and Song Nae-un (Yonse University, pedagogy). In 
1978, Professors Myong No-kun (English language), Song Ki-suk (Korean 
literature), and An Chin-o (philosophy) of Chonnam University were forced 
to resign because they were said to have been im ‘cated in the case of 
criticism of the: nation's Charter of Education. 


These ousted professors were engaged in colorful activities, including 
writing books on their own major field subjects and taking up new jobs, 
after leaving school campuses. The professor who wrote the greate’t vun- 
ber of books among those ousted professors is Professor Kim Tong-iii; he 
wrote as many as 14 books. 


He wrote one book every 4 months on the average. His first book, RINK'ON- 
UI SAENG [The Life of Lincoln], came out in 1976. It was followed by 
TAET'ONGNYONG-UI USUM [The President's Smile], HANURUL URORO [Looking Up 
to the Sky], PURORA POMPARAM [Blow, Spring Wind], YOKSA-UI ONDOK [A Hill 
of History], HANGUK CH'ONGNYON-EGE KOHAM [An Appeal to Korean Youths], 

and KKUT'I OMNUN IGIRUL [This Endless Road]. 


The professor who wrote the second highest number of books is Prof No 
Myong-sik. He wrote or translated nine books, including CHNHWAN-UI YOKSA 
[The History of Transformation] and MINJUNG-GWA YOKSA UISIK [The Masses 
and Historical Consciousness]. In particular, Professor No was a lecturer 
at a theological college and made many speeches when invited by various 
institutions, prior to his assumption of a professorial position in the 
History Department at Songgyun'gwan University in March 1979. 


The professor who wrote the third highest number of books is Professor Han 
Wan-sang. He wrote seven books. In 1976, after he left the university 
campus, Professor Han published: CHISIGIN-UI HOWI UISIK [The False Con- 
sciousness of Intellectuals], MINJUNGGWA CHISIGIN [The Masses ard Intel- 
lectuals] and HYONDAE SAHOEHAG-UI WIGI [A Crisis of Modern Sociology). 
He was engaged in Christianity-related jobs most of the time. He was an 
editor and adviser to the Christian Books Association and edited the 
journal KIDOKKYO SASANG [Christian Thought]. He attended an interna- 
tional conference as a ROK delegate to the World Christian Organization. 
At present, he is director of the Christian Professors Council and con- 
currently the chairman of the Board of Directors of the OK Christian 
Students Federation. 




















Professors Paek Nak-ch'ong, Yom Mu-ung, and Kim Yun-su participated in the 
general management of the publication and editing of the quarterly CH'ANG- 
JAK KWA PIP'YONG, [Creative Writing and Criticism]. Professor Paek was a 
full-time participant from 1975 on, and Professors Yom and Kim from 1976 
on. At present, Professor Yom has the position of official publisher of 
the CH'ANGJAK KWA PIP'YONG. Professor Kim assumed the position of profes- 
sor at Yongnam University in March 1979 and has concurrently been a member 
of the editorial board of this journal since then. Professor Paek pub- 
lished two books: MINJOK MUNHAK-KWA SEGYE MUNHAK [A National Literature 
and World Literature] and INGAN HAEBANG-UI NOLLI-RUL CH'AJASO [Seeking the 
Logic of Human Liberation]. Professor Yom wrote MINJUNG SIDAE-UI MUNHAK 
[The Literature of the Era of the Masses]; Professor Kim published MISUR- 
UI YOKSA [A History of the Arts] (translation; joint author). 


Meanwhile, Professors Yi Mun-yong, An Pyong-mu, Yi U-chong, So Nam-tong, 
and Mun Tong-hwan, who were arrested on charges of having been implicated 
in the 1 March Myong-Dong incident, have continuously been lecturers at 
the Son'gyo Kyoyugwon or Missionary Education Institute, which was estab- 
lished by Professor So, since they left their school campuses. Professor 
Yi Mun-yong, while a lecturer at the institute, was chairman of the Chris- 
tian Professors Council; he wrote a book entitled KOMMANUNJA-UI YONGCI 
[The Valor of a Coward]. Professor An, after leaving his school post, con- 
tinued to publish the journal HYONJON [Existence] and to be the director 
of Theological Problems Research Institute. He wrote a book entitled 
HAEBANGJA YESU [Jesus the Liberator]. 


Professor Yi U-chong was vice chairman of the Korean Christian Women's 
Association, chairman of the Korean Christians Presbyterian Women Be- 
lievers Association, and vice chairman of the Korean Christian Students 
Federation. Professor So, who established the Missionary Education Insti- 
tute, wrote CHONHWANGI-UI SINHAK [Theology in the Transitional Period] and 
preached at a number of churches as a visiting preacher. Professor Mun 
Tong-hwan was vice chairman of the Korean Social Missionary Council when 
he was implicated in the YH incident; he wrote INGA HAEBANG-UI KYOYUK 
[Education for Human Liberation]. 


Professor Kim Ch'an-kuk, who left Yonse University together with Professor 
Kim Tong-kil because of the Democratic Youth Students League case, was 
also engaged in writing books: he wrote SONGSO-WA YOKSA UISIK [The Bible 
and Historical Consciousness] and YEON-GWA CHONGCH'I [Prophecy and Poli- 
tics]. Professor Kim, encouraged by his experiences in penitentiary life, 
continued patiently to launch the movement to distribute the Bible to 
prisoners. He said that he had distributed a total of 15,000 copies of 
the Bible and hymnbooks to jail inmaces. 


As for those professors who were forced to resign as a result of the re- 
appointment screening tests, some of them have returned to their univer- 
sities, while others have changed their careers. The activities in which 
these professors were engaged after leaving their universities varied. 

















Professor Yi Kye-chun, who resigned as professor at Youse University, be- 
came dean of the Methodist Night College. Professors Kim Yun-hwan and 

Kim Yong-chun, who were ousted from Koryo University, were reinstated 
(March 1979)--this is a case which represents one of the most satisfactory 
solutions found for those ousted professors. Professor No Myong-sik repre- 
sents a case in which the professor failed to return to his university and 
became a professor at another university; he could not return to Kyonghui 
University, but he got a position as professor at Songgyun'gwan University. 


In this way, some professors returned to their universities but others 
could not. Professor Nam Chong-kil, who resigned as professor [of Chonbuk 
University] in February 1976, entered the Presbyterian Theological School 
(Union School), graduated from it, and became a preacher. The change in 
his career was a big one. At present, he is preaching at Saerom Church, 
loceted at Kangnam-ku, Seoul. He translated the book "I and You," by 
Martin Buber, and published it. Professor Myong No-kun, of Chonnam Uni- 
versity, taught English at an institute as a lecturer. Professor An Chin-o 
ran a bookstore. Professor Song Ki-suk continued to be an author; he wrote 
TOKKAEBI CHANCH'I [A Ghost's Feast]. 





Meanwhile, Professor Kim Pyong-kol became acting chairman of the Chayu 
Silch'on Munin Hyophoe, or Liberal Practice Writers Association. He wrote 
a book entitled MUNHAG-UI RIOLLISUM [Realism in Literature]. Professor 
Song Nae-un, an educator, became chairman of a council of professors who 
had been dismissed as professors as a result of the reappointment screen- 
ing tests. He participated in various educational seminars and conferences, 
according to statements he made to the reporter. 





Regarding the past 6-year period, during which the activities of these 
professors cited above were not known to the public, Professor Han Wan- 
sang said that their absence from the universities was not necessarily a 
continued loss to them. He said that staying on campus is profitable for 
a professor because of the opportunity to engage in research, but that 
during the period he could have heart-to-heart dialogs with politicians, 
religious personages, journalists, and workers, could understand them, 
and could widen his view of society. However, he described the situation 
which he had to undergo because of the Emergency Measures Ordinance by 
saying that these professors were forced to undergo considerable pains be- 
cause of the fact that they were not allowed to occupy lecture pulpits 
and were forced to keep silent about the results of their research and 


meditation.

GOVERNMENT'S DECISION ON STUDENTS--Seoul, 24 Jan KYODO--The South Korean 
Govenment has decided to allow almost all university students, purged under 
the now rescinded presidential emergency decree, to return to their uni- 
versities, it was learned Thursday. According to a government announcement 
last December, a total of 786 students were expelled from their campuses be- 
tween 1974 and last November for violating the presidential decree under 
former President Pak Chung Hui's rule. In addition, other university stud- 
ents were expelled from campuses for violating the anti-communist law. The 
latest government decision will not cover these students purged for viola- 
tion of the anti-communist law, a university source here said. The govern- 
ment already told each college and university that specific cases of per- 
mitting students to return to campuses would be left to the judgment of the 
president of each university. The prestigious privately-run Yonsei Uni- 
versity sent letters to 38 out of its 56 expelled students on Tuesday, 
urging them to finish procedures for their return to school during the 
one-month time limit.

DEVALUATION INCREASES BURDEN OF BUSINESSES

MINISTER ANNOUNCES ECONOMIC STABILIZATION MEASURES

[Text] Seoul, 2 Feb (HAPTONG)--Deputy Prime Minister-Economic Planning 
Minister Yi Han-pin announced today an overall economic measure designed 
to stabilize the livelihood of the people in the wake of the recent 
sweeping price hikes for oil products and major manufactured goods. 


Under the measure, the government will not readjust upward the basic 
passenger fares of commuter bus, inter-city bus, subway, railway and 
coastal ferry-boat services until the end of June this year, Minister 
Yi said. 


The government will also freeze the selling price of government-held 
rice until October this year, the prices of barley and flour uncil July 
this year, and the price of coal briquettes until the end of next month, 
Minister Yi said. 


The government will not raise the electricity charge for those house- 
holds consuming less than 50 kilowatt-hours per month and the piped 
water supply charge for those households using less than 30 tons of 
piped water per month, he said. 


Various self-help projects will be launched with 25 billion won in its 
outlays and 17,000 apartment units for rent will be built with its 
financial fund of 25 billion won, he said. 


It will release 80 billic.a won in low-interest loans to farmers and 
fishermen and expand its loan scale to 260 billion won for the low- 
income brackets, he said. 


The government's financial support for small enterprises this year will 
be expanded from the original 15 billion won to 50 billion won, he said. 


A special fund of 27 billion won has been set up for various projects 
aimed at absorbing the unemployment, he said. 
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Efforts will be made to reorganize the price systems and to improve the 
marketing mechanism, and to this end, the functions of joint price con- 
trol teams and the price stabilization committee of the government will 
be greatly strengthened, he added.

WAGE EARNERS SEE MORE HARDSHIPS

[Text} In the wake of the drastic government economic measures involving 
the devaluation of the won against the U.S. dollar and increase of bank 

interest rate announced on Jan. 12, the livelihood of the general public, 
especially wage earners, seems to be further worsened in the days to come. 


The particular difficulties for wage earners are forecast in the face of 
government suggestion that the wage increase this year would be held 
below 10 to 15 percent. 


With unprecedented economic uncertainties lying ahead, the government 
tentatively decided to slash the budget for the current year by 300 to 400 
billion won while holding wage increase of civil servants around the 

level of iO percent. 


In terms of wage hikes, the employees of private businesses would be a 
little better than government employees. But there will be not much 
difference in the hardships they will face in the days ahead. 


According to government statistics, the growing rate of wholesale prices 
during last year stood at 23.8 percent while that of consumer prices 
reached 21.2 percent. The figures are far higher than the wage increase 
rate projected for this year. 


It is normal to set the annual wage hike at a level close to growth rate 
of consumer prices coupled with the gaining rate of labor productivities. 


Moreover, even at a rough government calculation, wholesale prices will 
go up as much as 27 to 28 percent this year stimulated by the recent 
government measures and the livelihood of the general public will be 
strained further. 


Particularly, the wage earners would have the minus effect tantamount to 
getting salary deduction as much as the price hike. 
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However, there is a plausible reason for the government which put major 
emphasis on the social development for improvement of people's livelihood 
in the last several years to urge the nation to lead a belt-tightening life. 


Growth Rate 


In the last several years, the growth rate of a nominal wage had marked 
more than 30 percent, far exceeding the increase rate of labor productiv- 
ities. This has served as a major factor to weaken international competi- 
tiveness. 


According to a statistic released by the Economic Planning Board, during 
the period from 1970 through 1978 the nation had seen an average rise of 
25.9 percent of nominal wage hikes and a 10 percent increase of actual 
wages on an annual basis. 


Even the actual wage growth rate exceeds the raising rate of labor produc- 
tivities whichstood at 9.3 percent on average by 0.7 percent. 


And the gaining rates have turned out to be higher than those of Hongkong 
and Taiwan, the nation's competitors in international markets. It is 
needless to say that excessive wage hikes have played a decisive role in 
weakening the competitiveness of our commodities. 


Now is the time for the government to pay more attention to the expan- 
sion of employment even at a low wage with expected slow down of 
economic growth this year. 


However, in the face of the government move to hold the wage increase 
around 10 percent, the labor unions retorted that the wage hikes in the 
past were the righteous result of efforts made by wage earners to improve 
labor productivities. 


They further argued that relatively high growth of wages in the last several 
years were insigificant in view of the fact that the absolute wage level had 
been too low. The strengthening of international competitiveness would be 
made through the sophistication of industrial structure not by holding wage 
increase, they continued. 


In view of the plight faced by the wage earners, the government came to 
provide a comprehensive measure to stabilize commodity prices. 


The government also pledged to put the main emphasis of its economic 
policy on the stabilization of the livelihood of general public. 


No matter how effective the government relief measure, there is no way to 
get the people out of the expected economic pinch mainly resulting from 
drastic hike of crude oil prices. 
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A government statistic shows that the minimum monthly living expense for a 
five-member family amounts to 223,680 won. More than 53.6 percent of civil 
servants are paid lower than the minimum living expense. 


Furthermore, the Office of National Tax Administration says that about 75 
percent of total wage earners are paid under the tax exemption point which 
stands at 135,000 won. 


Despite the nation's brilliant economic development made in the last 
several years, it is still undeniable that the wage level of the nation 
has yet to be further improved. 


Under the present situation, there is no other choice for the people but 
to exert perseverance while making all available effort to make another 
economic leap forward during the current decade. 


The government should not demand mere belt-tightening on the part of the 


general public. It is requested to put forward a concrete economic guide- 
line that would help the people during the current difficulties.

PLANT EXPORTS TO BE PUSHED DESPITE UNEASY WORLD ECONOMY

[Text] With the beginning of the 1980s, a decade in which the nation hopes 
to fulfill great ambitions, the Ministry of Commerce and Industry is hasten- 
ing to spur exports of heavy and chemical industrial products, and particu- 
larly plant facilities. 


Uncertainty about the economic climate in the days to come arising from 
uncertainty about oil has forced Korea to pay attention to industries less 
dependent on oil for energy. 


Park Pil-soo, assistant commerce-industry minister for trade and commerce, 
stresses that Korea should begin to focus on exports of plants and heavy 
industrial equipment and especially on the development of capital and 
technology-intensive electronic and machinery industries. 


Since the first overseas order in 1973 to Sunglee Machinery Works Ltd. for 
a textile plant, exports of plants now seem to have matured. For instance, 
the Daewoo Industrial Co. has concluded a contract with Sudan to build a 
tire manufacturing plant and the Hyundai Corp. with Saudi Arabia for a 
saltwater purification plant. 


During the 1970s, Korea was prepared to step up plant exports. This year, 
the first year of the 1980s, is the time to push such exports and to develop 
industries requiring less raw materials, like high-priced watches, rather 
than light industrial products which now face restrictions abroad, 

according to ministry officials. 


To this end, the government is emphasizing fostering engineering and 
machinery industries. 


The officials concerned believe that plants to make cement, tires, paper 


and textiles can be exported easily to developing countries in Southeast 
Asia and Africa as Korea's technical know-how can be adopted more easily 
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by them in terms of both mechanics and management than that of the 
advanced countries. 


They said the government also had a plan to proceed with exports of iron 
and steel making facilities, along with petrochemical and oil refinery 
equipment. 


By the end of October last year, Korean enterprises had built 80 plants in 
foreign ccuntries--worth $625 million. 


Plants built by Korean firms include a textile plant in Afghanistan, a 
seasoning plant in Indonesia, a shipyard in Iran, an unsaturated polyester 
plant in Saudi Arabia, electric transmission facilities in Kuwait, a 
fishing net plant in Ghana and an oxygen plant in Saudi Arabia. 


In addition to these contracts abroad, Korean firms had already concluded 
46 contracts worth $604 million last year. 


They include Hyundai's cement plant ($208.8 million) in Saudi Arabia, 
Daewoo's tire plant ($88,345,000) in Sudan, Gold Star Tele Electric Co's 
telephone exchange facilities ($9,740,000) in the Philippines, Hyundai 
Corp's sea water purification plant ($89,085,000) in Saudi Arabia and 
Whashin Industrial Co's zinc smelter ($82,931,000) in Thailand. 


An estimated 70 contracts are now being negotiated by Korean plant exporters 
and foreign countries, possibly worth $1,662 miliion. 


They are a Daelim Engineering iron and steel plant ($350 million) for 
Britain, an ICC cement plant ($170 million) for Indonesia, a Daewoo auto- 
mobile assembly plant ($45 million) for Sudan, a Dong Yang Chemical Co. 
soda ash plant ($40 million) for Peru, Hyundai Corp. power station supplies 
($30 million) for Thailand and a Korean Shipbuilding and Engineering 

Corp. oil storage tank ($8,090,000) for Saudi Arabia. 


In the meantime, the ninistry plans to set the 1980 export goal at around 
$18 billion, a mere 16 percent rise over the 1979 goal of $15.5 billion, 
apparently because of uncertain economic conditions at home and abroad due 
to the worldwide oil crisis. 


Ranking ministry officials “n charge of export affairs said the ministry 
would put emphasis on strengthening the international competitiveness of 
Korean firms and on simplification of various export procedures so that 
related expenses could be reduced. 


First of all, trading companies must stress rationalization of management, 
they said. 


During the past years, Korean export firms aided by low wages have primarily 
competed in prices, and have been heavily dependent on sales of light indus- 
trial products in the United States and Japan. 
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The officials said that from 1980, however, upgrading the quality of 

light industrial products would be urgently necessary to face newly- 
emerging competitors like mainland China, and strenuous all-out efforts by 
government and industry would be needed to explcit overseas markets for 
heavy industrial items through active sales activities by experts. 


In assisting exporters, the government will no longer provide direct aid 
because of difficulties overseas in circumsti'nces like multilateral trade 
negotiations. 


Now is the time for the government to foster industries in other ways than 
direct assistance. 


The reckless export drive focusing only on mere attainment of the export 
goal should not continue in the days to come.

BANK OF KOREA'S DECISION--Seoul, 24 Jan OP-KYODO--The Bank of Korea has de- 
cided for the time being to prohibit branches of foreign corporations from re- 
mitting earnings home, bank officials said Thursday. They said the decision 
is intended to prevent possible further deterioration of the nation's in- 
ternational payments position. They added, however, that the decision would 
not affect foreign bank branches or those foreign-invested firms established 
in accordance with the foreign capital inducement law. Existing Korean 
regulations empower the governor of the Central Bank to restrict or to set 

a limit on such remittances by foreign corporation branches within five years 
after their establishment has been approved. As of the end of last year, 
there were 220 foreign corporation branches in Korea, including 50 commis- 
sion agents, 26 buying offices and eight airlines.

KOREA OIL CORPORATION--Seoul, 23 Jan OP-KYODO--The South Korean Government 
has decided to take over the management of the state-run Korea Oil Corpora- 
tion from the Gulf Oil Co of the United States by purchasing half of Gulf's 
50-percent equity in the joint venture. An official request is expected 
next month for Gulf to sell half of its shares and transfer its management 
rights in the joint-venture oil firm to the government, energy-resources 
ministry officials said Wednesday.

[Text] Seoul, 4 Feb (HAPTONG)--Transportation Minister Yu Yang-su said 
today that his ministry's policy emphasis for 1980s will be placed on 
curbing the ever-growing population in large cities and creating energy- 
saving type mass transportation means. 


Minister Yu made the remarks in a briefing on his ministry's policy 
guidelines for 1980s when President Choe Kyu-ha visited the ministry 
on a leg of his new year inspection tour of government offices. 


Under the guidelines, the artery of railroad traffic will be electrified 
in order to replace the current diesel-fueled trains to meet the anti- 
cipated oil shortage in the coming decade, Minister Yu said. 


To this end, he said, the mainstay of mass transportation in the metro- 
politan area of Seoul and other large cities will be replaced by the 
subway and electrified train. 


Minister Yu continued that the shipping space of Korean-flag vessels 
will be increased from 4,867,000 tons in 1979 to 13,100,000 tons in 
1989 to enhance the loading ration of Korean-flag vessels during the 
period. 


Touching on the aviation field, Minister Yu said the government will 
seek the conclusion of aviation pacts with non-hostile communist coun- 
tries, complete a round-the-world flight route for the Korean-flag 
carrier and construct new international airports in the metropolitan 
area and eastern part of the nation during the period, adding the 

foreign tourist attraction goal will be boosted to three million in 1989. 


As part of efforts to help ease the worsening traffic congestion in 
large cities, the number of intracity buses will be raised by 1,200 
units each in Seoul and Pusan this year and taxies by 5,000 units in 
major cities. 

















In this year, Minister Yu went on to say, the ministry plans to build 
large-scale inter-city cargo truck terminals in major cities including 
Seoul, Pusan, Taegu, Inchon and Kwangju with a total outlay of 20.2 
billion won. 


The ministry is also to introduce two passenger jumbos and two freight 
planes, complete the expansion work of the Kimpo International Airport 
by July this year and conclude the aviation agreements with six 
foreign countries including Canada, West Germany, Spain, Indonesia 
and Brazil, he added. 


His ministry plans to allure [as received] foreign tourists totalling 


1,250,000 this year, and the foreign exchange earnings from them will 
amount to 500 million dollars, he said.

[Text] Seoui, 26 Jan (HAPTONG)--Science-Technology Minister Song 
Choa-kyong said Friday his ministry will place its top-policy emphasis 
this year on the formulation of a long-term science-technology develop- 
ment plan, training of skilled manpower and the promotion of inter- 
national technological cooperation. 


Minister Song made the remarks in his briefing to President Choe Kyu-ha 

on his ministry's policies when the chief executive visited the ministry 
Friday afternoon on a leg of his new year inspection tour of government 

ministries. 


He said his ministry will exert its utmost to develop nuclear fuels on 
a gradual basis. 


If the development of nuclear fuels is carried out as scheduled, South 
Korea will be able to produce one million tons of nuclear fuels needed 
for heavy-water type reactors annually beginning 1984 and two million 
tons a year for light-water type reactors from 1986, Minister Song said. 


He further said his ministry will encourage the use of locally made 
equipment in the construction of nuclear power units, predicting that 
more than 70 per cent of the nation's ninth and tenth nuclear power 
plants will be equipped with locally made facilities [as received]. 


For the development of scientific technology, the ministry is also con- 
sulting with other government ministries on a plan to raise the fund 
contribution ratio of local enterprises to their own technical develop- 
ment fund from 20 per cent to 30 per cent of their business income, 

the minister disclosed. 


The ministry is planning to create a revolving fund for technological 
development scaled at 50 billion won, and some five billion won has 
already been secured for the fund, Minister Song revealed. 
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The ministry will push ahead with its plan to train more skilled man- 
power in an effort to increase the number of skilled workers from the 
present 500,000 to 1.8 million by 1991, he said. 


The ratio of investments in scientific-technological development to 
the nation's gross national product (GNP) will also rise from the 


current one per cent to 1.5 per cent next year, two per cent in 1986 
and again to 2.5 per cent in 1991, the minister added.

[Text] "Of course there are many things which the Japanese side can make 
efforts to improve," Chusaku Nomura says, "of course." But the minister 
for economic affairs at Japan's embassy here still makes clear that the 
imbalance in trade with Japan is not going to be easily or immediately 
eliminated. 





There are some things which the Korean side doesn't understand, Nomura 
said. “The Koreans have asked too much," he said, on such issues as 
tariffs. "We have made more efforts than other advanced countries in 
cutting tariffs, for instance," he said. But Korea may consider the re- 
sults still unsatisfactory, "a reason for disappointment" after the recent 
talks, he said. 


And there are some things beyond Korea's control. Korean businessmen are 
"bound to buy Japanese machinery, because Japanese machinery excels in 
price, quality, and delivery, in order to increase their own exports," he 
said. "If Korea were to decrease imports of machinery from Japan, the 
productivity of the Korean economy would be less." 


There are some steps Korea can take, though. "It's not possible to export 
by just sitting in an office," he said. The trade conference earlier this 
month at which both sides agreed to exchange trade missions emphasized the 
importance of selling. 


Salesmanship, Nomura said, he!ped Korea to narrow the trade gap in 1979. 
Nomura said he expected statistics for the year--which haven‘t yet been 
released--to show that the 1979 deficit was under $3 billion, versus 
$3.4 billion in 1978. Korean exports to Japan were up about 45 percent 
in 1979. Imports from Japan rose about 10 percent. 


The Jan. 12 won devaluation would give exports an added boost in 1980, 
Nomura predicted, uoting that Japanese businessmen here had begun com- 


plaining about the excessive value of the won. The 20 percent increase 
in the won-dollar exchange rate was "proper," he said. 
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Additionally, Korean exports to Japan could be aided by a rise in the 
Japanese yen. If the yen, as many expect, regains some of the value 
it has lost against the U.S. dollar during the past year, Korean pro- 
ducts will become even cheaper in Japan, Nomura noted. 


Although the surplus with Korea helps make up some of Japan's overall 
balance of payments deficit, Nomura said eliminating the Japan-South 
Korea gap was very much in his country's interest. Korea is Japan's 
second most important economic partner, the most important in Asia, and 
vital to its security as well. 


"We would welcome Korea to be much stronger," he said, noting that 
cooperation among strong partners had served members of the European 
Community well. He said he hoped Korea would move soon to internationalise 
its economy, despite the hardship it may at first bring, and join the Organ- 
ization for Economic Cooperation and Development. 


Korea and Japan don't have to compete against each other, he said. "Our 
economies can be complementary," he suggested; “we should explore the 
possibility of horizontal division of work in the near future." Japan 

could buy parts and some “not very sophisticated" types of machinery from 
Korea, he explained,and perhaps join together in third nations such as those 
in the Middle East where the Korean presence is already large. 


In the long run, there is no need to worry about the Korem economy, 
Nomura said; 


"In the 1960s Japan-U.S. trade was greatly in favor of the U.S. But in the 
1960s we bought good machinery to raise productivity. That's why Japan 
could build up a strong economy in the 1970s. Now the imbalance is 
reversed. The same thing will happen here. During the 1980s or 1990s the 
trade balauce (between Japan and Korea) will be reversed." 





Korea has a number of advantages in dealing with Japan. It's very close 
physically and culturally, he noted. ‘The bureaucracy is excellent, 
with young and excellent economic planners," he said. 


Nomura identifies Korea's human resources as still its prime asset in 
competing in the world's markets. "Partly because of the very severe 
international situation on this peninsula, Koreans are very hard--working," 
he said. "They have less in natural resources. Paradoxically, this is an 
advantage; they are bound to work harder," he said. 


"The Japanese are very lazy now. The Europeans are lazy. Koreans are 


still very hard-working," he said. "Koreans will overcome this year and 
next year and be much better off afterwards--I'm quite optimistic."

JOURNAL EXPLAINS KIM IL-SONG'S THEORY ON SOCIALIST STATE ORGAN SYSTEM

[Text] The great leader comrade Kim Il-song, on the basis of everlasting 
chuche thought, deeply analyzed the historical experience on the working 
class's national construction, clarified the basic nature of the socialist 
system and what had to be done to establish a revolutionary and people's 
socialist state organ system that met the requirements of socialist and 
communist construction, and gave an overall scientific explanation on the 
principal problems involved in its realization. 


The great leader comrade Kim Il-song explained that in order for a socialist 
nation to properly carry out its function and role, as strong weapons for 
revolution and construction, it must above all accomplish a reorganization 
of state organ system in conformity with the existing conditions of revolu- 
tionary development.

"At the historic first session of the Fifth Supreme People's Assembly held 
a few days ago, we adopted the socialist constitution of the Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea, reorganized the state organ system consistent 
with the existing conditions of our revolutionary development, and formed a 
new government of the republic." ("Sinnyonsa" [New Year's Message], 1973 
special volume, p 2) 


As clarified by the great leader, a state organ system is not an unchangeable 
fixture, but must be modified to meet the realities of revolutionary develop- 
ment.

ment to accomplish reorganization of the upper structure in conformity with 
the transformation of the foundation.

EVENTS IN THE 1970'S SUMMARIZED

[Text] 


On January 1, 1970 the “great leader Comrade” Kim Il-sung did not issue a 
new year message and a long editorial in Rodong Shinmun, organ of the Party, 
substituted it. The editorial, titled “Let Us Greet the Year 1970 as the Year for 
New Historic Victory,” predicted that the fifth Party Congress would be con- 
vened in October that year, called for fulfillment of the seven-year economic plan 
before the Party Congress and an anti-US. and anti-government campaign by the 
south Koreans, promising north Korea’s support for such a south Korean move, 
and declared that Pyongyang will strengthen its ties with all “revolutionary 
forces” around the world. The editorial also revealed a plan to further reinforce 
military power and urged that the whole society should be armed with Juche idea 
and the monolithic ideological system should be cemented. 


Ten years have passed since north Korea opened the decade of the 70s with 
this stance. Major developments during the past decade include the revision of 
the constitution, the convening of the fifth Party Congress, the holding of two 
general elections to elect the fifth-term and sixth-term Supreme People’s As- 
semblies, the conduct of dialogue with south Korea, the implementation of a SIX- 
year economic plan, and the starting of a seven-year economic plan. This article 
is to make a brief review of major developments in north Korea during the past 
decade. 


Hierarchy 


As far as the north Korean power hierarchy is concerned, the past decade 
saw the vigorous promotion of the personality cult of “great leader Comrade” 
sim Il-sung. As a result, he rules north Korea as a demi-god leader. His personality 
cult was so intensified that every theory was rewritten in such a way as to base its 
reasoning on his “teachings.” 


The extreme Kim cult also firmed the basis of a move to groom his son Jong- 
il as his successor. eports from different sources say that a plenary session of 
the Party Central Committee held in April, 1973 designated the young Kim as 
heir-apparent. The heirship campaign followed the reduction of the role and 
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position of Kim Il-sung’s younger brother Yong-ju and his followers. Kim Yong- 
ju, who ranked 6th on the power ladder at the time of the fifth Party Congress, 
was demoted to 11th place in March, 1974 and disappeared from the public 
scene after his participation in the fifth session of the fifth-term Supreme Pcople’s 
Assembly held in April, 1975. 


Noteworthy was the reshuffle of Icading figures in the Party during the past 
10 years. Of the 15 members of the Party Political Committee in 1970, only 
seven remain intact today. Three died and five just disappeared. Of the four 
candidate members of the committee, one died, two disappeared and only one 
retains the position today. Of the first 34 persons on the 117-member list of the 
Party Central Committee in 1970, 15 are still retained (See Table 1). 





Noteworthy is the recent absence of such leading figures as Kim Dong-gy' 
Hyon Mu-gwang, Lee Yong-mu and Yang Hyong-sop from the public scence. | 
Yong-mu was replaced by So Chol as director of the General Political Bureau 
the People’s Amny in 1977. Rumors had it that their disappearance was related to 
a resistance move against the strengthened position of Kim Jong-il as successor 
to his father. 


The two economi plans have eievated technocrats, especially economic 
experts, to influential positions. Among them are Lee Jong-ok, Kim Hwan, Cho 
Se-ung, So Gwan-hi, Kong Jin-tae, Kim Du-yong and Byon Chang-bok. 


Oh Jin-u’s retreat from the powerful office of people’s armed forces minister 
and Oh Guk-ryol’s appointment to the post are another sign of the continuing 
change of generation in the hierarchy which started in the middle of the decade 
(See Table 1). 


Diplomacy 


The year 1970 marked a turning point in north Korea’s attitude toward the 
United Nations. A government statement announced in August that year profess- 
ed Pyongyang’s respect for the U.N. Charter and its cause, while calling on the 
international body to allow north Korea’s participation in its debates on the 
Korean question. The tumaround from its denial of the U.N. authority, with the 
aid of the increasing influence of Communist China on the international scene, 
met with the U.N. passage of a pro-Pyongyang resolution on the Korean question 
as well as a proScoul resolution at the 30th General Assembly. 


The detente mood between Washington and Peking was one factor which 
helped to widen Pyongyang’s diplomatic scope, while the Seoul-Pyongyang talk 
was another. During the past 10 years, north (\orea has established diplomatic 
relations with as many as 68 countrics. The number is in sharp contrast with 
that (33) of the countries with which Pyongyang has opened diplomatic re- 
lations during the previous 22 years since 1948. North Korea has suspended 
diplomatic tics with six countries during the past decade. But Pyongyang restored 
relations with two of them, It also opened diplomatic relations with one country 
with which it had severed tics before 1970. 
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As of December 10, 1979, Pyongyang maintains diplomatic ties with 97 
countrics and one observer mission in the United Nations. 


North Korea was admitted to nine U.N.-affiliated organizations: It eamed 
membership in UNCTAD on July 23, 1973, in WHO on May 19, 1973, in UPU on 
May 29, 1974, in WIPO on August 17, 1974, in UNESCO on October 17, 1974, 
in WMO on May 7, 1975, in ITU on September 24, 1975, in ICAO in September, 
1977 and in FAO on November 14, 1977. 


Notable, meanwhile, is the north Xorean diplomats’ scandals of 1976 in four 
Nordic countries. 


Economy 


North Korea’s economic activities during the decade are highlighted by the 
implementation of a six-year (1971-1976) economic plan and the starting of a 
seven-year (1978-1984) plan. For successful implementation of the economic 
programs, north Korea enacted two laws (the Land Law in Apnil, 1977 and the 
Labor Law in April, 1978), made an average 31.5 per cent increase in wages in 
September, 1970, abolished the tax system in April, 1974, released in February, 
1972 all prisoners who were given less than five years’ imprisonment, and carried 
out a parity exchange of currency in April, 1979. 








Though the Central Statistics Bureau announced on September 3, 1975 that 
the north Koreans advanced the completion of the six-year plan by 16 months in 
terms of industrial production, statistics of the bureau revealed some problems: 
the ratio of implementation was 86 per cent of the target in steel production and 
91 per cent in cement production. Though the coal-mining sector barely hit the 
target, Pyongyang announcements in 1976 and 1977 revealed troubles in that 
area. North Korea had to designate the year 1977 as a supplementary year for the 
six-year plan. The most troubled sectors were mining and transportation as 
admitted by President Kim I]-sung in his new year message of 1977. 


When Premier Lee Jong-ok declares that more than 75 per cent of production 
increase in the seven-year plan will be achieved through enhancement of labor 
efficiency, and that more dependence on local raw materials are urgent, his words 
indicate trouble in new investments in the seven-year plan and north Korea’s 
failure to attain the goals set in the six-year plan. North Korea's outstanding 
foreign debt of some $2,100 million suggests its failure in digesting foreign 
technology brought into the country together with the loans. Pyongyang’s em- 
phasis on science and technology evinces the failure. 
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The parity exchange of currency and tke stress on the role of finance and 
bank workers indicate difficulties in the credit system. The money exchange 
blocked illegal circulation of funds and strengthened control over plants, enter- 
prises and farms. 


In the agricultural sector, production of food grains was targeted at 7-7.5 
million tons for 1976. Pyongyang declared it achieved the 7-million-ton mark in 
1974. The grain production goal was set at 8 million tons for 1975 and 1976 
respectively, at 8.5 million tons for 1977, and at 8.8 million tons for 1978 and 
1979, respectively. As north Korea declares the attainment of the goals with no 
statistical backing, its agricultural situation is hard to figure out. A clue to answer- 
ing the agricultural question came when President Kim addressed a meeting of 
county-level responsible secretaries of the Party in October, 1979. He was quoted 
as having said: The Juche farming method is faced with a limit and we should 
cultivate more land to produce more grains. 





Unification 





The production of the Seoul-Pyongyang joint communique and the reali- 
zation of talks between them were most significant events in the decade. But 
the dialogue, which started in the form of a Red Cross meeting in 1971, got 
stranded in 1973. Though the talks lasted for two years, a gulf continued to re- 
main between their basic positions. North Korea sought an all-Korea conference, 
while south Korea upheld its call for government-level talks. Pyongyang insisted 
on a wholesale approach while Seoul proposed a step-by-step scttlement. In 1979, 
the south and north Koreans mct to resume talks but their contact lasted less 
than a month. 


During the decade, three major proposals for unification came from north 
Korea. The first was an eight-point proposal made by Foreign Minister Ho Dam 
on April 12, 1971. It was reshaped into a five-point proposal which was introduc- 
ed by President Kim Il-sung on April 16, 1973. The next proposal, which contain- 
ed four points was adopted at a joint session of “18 political parties and public 
organizations” held on January 25, 1977. 


All these proposals call for withdrawal of the US. forces from south Korea, 
free political activities for the Communists or pro-Communists in the south, and 
an all-Korea conference to be attended by representatives from Seoul and Pyong- 
yang who will number anywhere between 700 and 3,000. 


The south Koreans view that Pyongyang’s dialogue offer and strategy are 
based on the theory of a south Korean revolution advanced by Kim II-sung in his 
report to the fifth Party Congress.

MINING SECTOR, INDUSTRIAL STRUCTURE IMPROVED IN 1979

[Article by Kim Su-yon: "Chuche-Orientation of National Economy Stepped 
Up Dynamically" ] 


[Excerpt] "Firm Raw Material, Fuel and Power Bases" 


This year considerable deposits of natural resources--coal, iron and non- 
ferrous metal ores, etc.--were found. Thus, many reserve coal and ore 
mines were secured. Reconstruction and expansion projects for favourable 
coal and ore mines were undertaken in a big way. All this rendered it 
possible to make great progress in solidifying our raw material, fuel and 
power bases. 


In the Anju district in the western part of the country the construction 

of new mines made headway and in the existing coal mines large-scale cut- 
ting faces whose coal seam was two times as long as the previous one appeared 
in great profusion. 


In the northern district the expansion project of the Musan Mire progressed 
apace and the ntimber of cutting faces increased. The same success was 
seen in the expansion projects of the Komdok and Yongyang mines. 


Besides, a large number of newly-commissioned coal mines and pits started 
production. 


This year the coal and ore mines were supplied with massive heavy machines 
and equipment and the replacement of extractive facilities with large- 
sized and modernized ones carried out actively. In the Hyesan Youth 

Mine the ore haulage operation capacity grew 2.5 times and in the Yongyang 
Mine a transport line of slope pit belt-conveyor with the capacity of 
millions of tons was introduced. In pursuance of the Party's policy on 
giving precedence to the mining industry, the miners endeavoured to aug- 
ment the output of coal, iron ore and non-ferrous metals as compared with 
last year by giving priority tn the removal of soil and rock and drift 
work and extensively applying advanced methods of work. 
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This year the plan for concrete tamping of the dam of the Taedonggang 
Power Station was completed over 40 days ahead of schedule and numerous 
medium- and small-sized power stations came into being in various parts 
of the country. The Supung Power Station fulfilled its annual quota one 
month ahead of the set time and the Sodusu Power Station increased power 
output 1.5 times as against the result of last year. The hydro and 
thermal power stations in different parts of the country improved the 
equipment and technical management and incessantly boosted the output, 
exceeding the rated capacity of power-generating facilities. 


This allowed our country to satisfy the growing demands for raw materials, 
fuel and power and strengthen the independence of the economy. 


"Industrial Structure Improved Markedly" 
Another success attained in realizing Juche-orientation of the national 


economy is that the structure of industrial branches underwent signifi- 
cant changes. 





In the metal industry efforts were directed to strengthening the inde- 
pendence of the iron industry. In the Kim Chaek Iron and Steel Works 
there came into being large buildings of the Cold Rolling Mill now under 
construction--the cold rolling shop, the main building, and the finishing 
and pickling shops and transformer substation No. 3. Work to put flesh on 
the skeleton was pushed ahead at the Songjin Steel Plant, the Kangson 
Steel Complex and other metal factories. 


In the chemical industry the construction of the Urea Fertilizer Factory, 
High-pressure Polyethylene Factory and Orlon Factory under the Youth 
Chemical Complex was completed and put into operation. Construction or 
expansion projects of many objects, such as the second-stage project of 
the Ponghwa Chemical Factory, Aoji Chemical Factory, Hoeryong Kraft Paper 
Factory, the enclosed-type carbide kiln of the February 8 Vinalon Complex, 
went full steam ahead, with the result that a solid foundation has been 
laid, able to develop the chemical industry in a manysided way. Sulfuric 
acid and caustic soda producing centres were set up in different places. 
This contributed to strengthening the indevendence of the fibre industry. 


Tremendous achievements were also seen in the engineering industry. The 
second combined processing shop and five other objects of the Taean Heavy 
Machine Combine were built. In the Yongsong Machine Plant modernization 
schemes for the existing facilities and replenishing work on production 
processes were carried out with no major capital investment. Thus work 
to double the production capacity was promoted successfully. 


In the Sungri General Motor Works the alreacy-built casting and other 
material bases were improved and production augmented. 
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The Nagwon Machine Plant carried out its annual excavator production plan 
nearly three months ahead of the set time. And the workers in the domain 
of the engineering industry boosted the production of lorries, tractors, 
machine tools and other various machines and equipment. 


In the shipping industry 20,000-ton and 14,000-ton cargo ships and other 
vessels were built. This led to the improvement of the material and tech- 
nical foundations of the marine transport and the fishing industry. 


All these made it possible to better ensure the balance between different 
industries and between inner-sectors. 


The national economic plan for this year was fulfilled in terms of gross 
industrial output value 25 days ahead of schedule. This proud success was 
possible thanks to the active promotion of the Chuche-orientation of the 
national economy.

HUICHON JET ORIFICE FACTORY BEGINS OPERATION

[Text] The Huichon Jet Orifice Factory, another modern engineering industry 
centre of our country, was built on the Chongchon kiver and began its 
operation on December 19.

CHILEAN SCHOLAR GIVES GLIMPSE OF NORTH KOREAN SOCIETY 
Seoul THE KOREA HERALD in English 22 Dec 79 p 6 


[Text] “North Korean Communist society adheres to quite a unique version 
of Communism, characterized by total blockade and autocracy. Such a system 
is different from that of Eastern European or Latin American Communist 
countries," said a staunch anti-Communist from Chile. 


Educardo Murillo Ugarte, formerly a professor of Spanish language at Kim 
[l-song University in Pyongyang who finally won freedom in Chile, recalled 
that such a political system has exerted negative influence over the entire 
phases of a lives of the North Korean people. 


"I myself suffered from severe deprivations during my imprisonment in a 
Pyongyang prison in 1967 through 1968," he revealed this last week in Seoul. 
He came here at the invitation of the International Cultural Society of 
Korea. 


“During my imprisonment there were some 3,000 other North Korean political 
prisoners who at that time had to endure inhumane life there. He was 
arrested and charged with committing treason against north Korea when he 
criticized the North Korean policies as a foreigner in 1967. 


Formerly an ambitious journalist, Ugarte traveled to Pyongyang to study 
Korean language at Kim Il-song University in 1964. He later served as a 
professor of Spanish language at the university while translating docu~ 
ments from Korean into Spanish until 1967 he was arrested. He was later 
expelled from the prison to his country due to the appeal of the Inter- 
national Amnesty in 1968. 


"Only a minority from the privileged classes of North Korea can be educated 
under a two, three, or four-year educational program at the Kim Il-s ung 
University in Pyongyang,” he revealed. 


"Though they proudly report that there are some 90 college-level academic 
institutions in North Korea, only Kim Il-song University and Kim Chaek 
University in Pyongan Pukto, cau be considere: college-level acawemic insti- 
tutions." 











"Since the curricula of the universities exclusively include such subjects 
ox *)e¢ history of the North Korean Communist party, history of the Workers 
arty, and history and economics, the collegians there can only be exposed 
to lim’ ed areas of academic subjects,” he said. “They cannot have any 
acadet..c access to the studies of foreign cultures. This result in a quite 
lower standard of college education in North Korea. The Foreign Language 
Study Institute is exclusively in charge of teaching such foreign languages 
as English, Russian, French, Japanese and Spanish language. 


"There is a nine-year compulsory primary education in North Korea. Unlike 
those of free countries, the nine years of education for children there 
seemed to be a period of cruelty inflicting the healthy growth of children 
in my eyes,” he said. 


He said the North Korean youths who are raised at nurseries are indoctrinated . 
with the worship of Kim Il-song from childhood. "I hope Koreans here will 
be mindful of the grave situation there," he said. 


Currently working as a senior researchers of the International History 
Reseurch Institute in Chile, Ugarte, 39, is energetically associated with 
anti-Communism work while giving lecture tours abroad.
